"I ask," the chief executive declared, "that the Congress declare 


that since the unprovoked and dastardly attack by Japan on Sunday, 
December 7th, a state of war has existed between the United States 
and the Japanese empire."

Ile made the solemn, historic request after disclosing to the nation 
that yesterday's sudden Japanese attack on Hawaii had cost the United 
States two warships and 3,000 dead and wounded. 
“I ask,'' the chief executive declared, “that the Congress declare 
that since the unprovoked and dastardly attack by Japan on Sunday, 
December 7th, a state of war has existed between the United States 
and the Japanese empire.” 
The President said that yesterday was “a date which will live in 
infamy.”
